The For Bast: Revisited, by A. Gopron 
Axor, Londen, Mosars - Witherby 
and Company. 
“Me A. G. Angier, tha Editor of the 
Lindon and China Bapress, who first made 
personal acquaintance with the Far East in 
1878 and subsequently took trips to this 
sido of tho globe: every ten yéars or 80," 
revisited the Orient again last year and 
contributed to his journal a series of 
letters. upon the political, commercial, 
social, and general conditions in Malaya, 
Ohina, Korea and Japan, which desorvedly 
attracted a good deal of attention. 
Wo ware . therefore glad that jhe 
{ has collected these essaya and republished 
them in book form, for they giva a capital 
idea of the state of affairs oxisting at tho 
present moment, beside indicating what 
possibilities of trade divelopment lie in 
tho immediate future. For Mr Angier 
possessed this advantage over the ordinary 
travelling journalist, he wae'able to compare 
the places he was writing about in 1907 
with what he saw on hia first and subse- 
quent: visits and from the light of: compari- 
son which he thus was ablo to throw upon 
his subject he was enabled to get a better 
insight into futuro developments than falls 
to the lot of the average observer, beside 
arriving at conelusions from a mora detach- 
ed standpoint than is possible for the man 
on the spot. The point ia well brought 
out by Sir Robert Hart in the Prefaco 
which he contributes to the book. Says 
this great public servant: ‘‘ Having read 
gaveral of the letters as the papers con- 
taining them-arrived in China, they appear- 
ed vo valuable that it then seemed a pity 
to either throw them’ away or preserve 
them on an inconvenient newspaper file ; 
their re-appearance now in convoniont 
hook-form and embellished by illustrative 
plates is both opportuno and welcome, and 
there need ba no hesitation in recommend- 
ing them to all who are interested in tho 
affairs. of the Far East—a class of readera 
whose numbers daily increase. My Angier 
describes places and communities in a 
graphic manner and deals with occurrences 
intelligently and fairly. Besides he had 
the advantage of revisiting that important 
quarter at a timo when new forces let 
loose by this century were and are arrang- 
ing themselves in logical continuity for 
further evohitien, and what he has said of 
tho condition and doings brought to his 
notice is well worth the attention both of 
students and practical inen, and will also 
be found informing and interesting by tho 
general render ; he has seen the localities 
and people before, and was accordingly 
ablo to.illnminate both past and present 


“with each other's light-so-that the-com= 


parison thus made gives additional value 
to all he writes, whether as ‘record or 
forecast.” 

Mr Angier in his review of-the present- 


day conditions in the Far East takes a |

yery optimistic view of the future, At 
every ylace ho. touched in his long 
journey he saw .signs of healthy advance. 
the. grim forebodings of past years in 
rogard to many had been quite falsified by 
vents, old blunders and mistukes had 
been rectified in others, and ‘though here. 
and there he heard talk of depressed trade, 
of buainess slipping away, of cut-throat 
competition providing no good for sny- 
hody, on the whole he was more than 
satisfied with what he observed. He 
certainly is not one of those who con- 
sider that. in the great Praya Reclamation 
Scheme at Hongkong too much money has 
been put inte bricks and mortar and that. 
the stately buildings now adorning the 
principal business quarter of, the Colony 
will soon prove but white elephants and 
the despair of their owners. Writing of 
Hongkong he say “The development 
js marvellous, and it will certainly continue 
deapite an occasional check. -. Itis 
withal @ handsome place + and 
tho dwelling houses may with justice be 
described as palatial.” Ho sees great 
possibilities latent in the Kowloon-Canton 
railway, and though the olonial revenue 
is at present iu low water he fears no evil, 
The toss of ‘the Opuim revenue ho thinks 
will be made good, while the only great 
pressing need of the hour is better 
educalional facilities for the children of 
European residents. Wherein we cordinl- 
ly agree with him. The great develop- 
ment of railway enterprise in China 


during the past docnde naturally at-}- 


tracted his attention and he gives 
considerable space to describing the various 
lines he travelled over in his tour of the 
Empire and the projected schemes which 
have been laid ont on paper or started here 
and there-throughoyt the land. Mining 
alsoreceives much consideration, especially 
in northern China and his readers are placed 
in possession of the latest available informa- 
tion concerning all: mines .and mining 
schemes in which foreigners aro interested. 
Space does not permit of a lengthy review 
of the book, but we cordially re-ecbo Sir 
Robert Bart’e pinion that Mr Angier has 
“done the public a service in reproducing 
the outcome of personal travel ant observa. 
tions made on the spot.” “It isa pity Mr 
Angibr did not chose better pictures for 
illustrating the chapterou Hongkong :.they 
can scarcely be called illuminating.
